STANFORD — Stanford 
Elementary School’s local 
council has selected Mykol 
“Brandi” Hon to be the 
school’s next principal. 

Hon is currently a Berea 
resident who has been work¬ 
ing as a program consultant 
and “strategy lead” for the 
Kentucky Department of 
Education, Lincoln 

Superintendent Karen Hatter 
said. Hon has previously 
worked as an education 
recovery specialist for a low- 
performing high school in 
Perry County, Hatter added. 

“It is my honor to be 
selected as the principal of 
Stanford Elementary 

School,” Hon said after the 
council chose her Dec. 5. “I 
appreciate the opportunity to 
serve our students, staff, par¬ 
ents and community.” 

Hon was selected from 
about 25 applicants for the 
position. She said her experi¬ 
ence as an education recov¬ 
ery specialist has helped her 
understand the “turnaround 
process” for schools and she 
is confident Stanford 
Elementary will “experience 
success and growth.” 

Stanford Elementary 
School had the second-low¬ 
est state assessment score 
among elementary schools in 
the Lincoln school district 
last year and the lowest score 
this year. It was ranked 560th 
out of 733 elementary 
schools in Kentucky in 2012 
and 663rd out of 730 in 
2013. 

Hatter said she approved 
of the school council’s 
choice of Hon. 

“(The school council) 
focused on selecting the can¬ 
didate that possessed the 
skill set to move the school 
to proficiency and meet the

CRAB ORCHARD — 
State police are investigat¬ 
ing a Sunday-night fire in 
Lincoln County that gutted 
the Crab Orchard Baptist 
parsonage and may have 
been caused by arson. 

Workers at the Valero 
gas station across the road 
saw flames shooting from 
the two-story house around 
8 p.m. and called 911, Crab 
Orchard Baptist Pastor 
Isaiah Super said. 

Super, who was in 
Somerset at the time 
received a call shortly after 
that from a church member, 
telling him the parsonage 


was on fire. 

“It’s not the phone call 
you want to get for sure,” 
Super said. 

Super and his family 
moved into a new home 
several weeks and the par¬ 
sonage was supposed to be 
unoccupied and empty, 
except for some of the 
Supers’ belongings. 

Crab Orchard firefight¬ 
ers from Lincoln County 
Station No. 2 were first on 
the scene and attempted to 
enter the front of the house 
to fight the fire, but backed 
out after something fell, 
possibly from a partial wall

Indictment 
delays set

STANFORD — During 
her eight years serving as a 
public defender in Boyle and 
Jessamine counties, Stacy 
Coontz had four or five 
clients released from custody 
because their cases were not 
brought before a grand jury 
within the 60-day time frame 
required by state law. 

In the five months since 
Coontz transferred to Lincoln 
County, she has seen about a 
dozen defendants or their 
bond money released 
because their cases were not 
prosecuted in a timely man¬ 
ner. 

“I only saw a handful of 
those cases between 2005 
and 2013,” Coontz said. 
“I’ve had twice that many 
since moving over here in 
July.”

Logan Ave. 
home could 
be saved 

Restoration plan would 
avert demolition of 
condemned property

STANFORD — A historic 
Logan Avenue house slated 
for demolition after years of 
decay and neglect has 
received a last-minute 
reprieve from the city coun¬ 
cil while a plan to restore the 
building begins. 

Neighbors say they have 
been living for a long time 
with unpleasant side effects 
from the dilapidated struc¬ 
ture at 216 Logan Avenue 
such as wild animals and 
human trespassers. 

They’ve been pushing 
Stanford City Council for 
months to rectify the situa¬ 
tion by tearing the house 
down — a push the council 
has responded to by having 
Fire Chief Scott Maples con¬ 
demn the house and moving 
forward with paperwork to 
demolish the hazardous, par¬ 
tially collapsing structure. 

But as the time neared for 
city council to take final 
action, a Lincoln County 
music minister approached 
council members and con¬ 
cerned neighbors last week 
with a plan to halt the demo¬ 
lition plans. 

“I don’t blame any of you 
for feeling the way you do 
about this house,” Jeremiah 
Yocom told Logan Avenue 
neighbors who had gathered 
to pressure city officials 
about the house once again. 
“It’s an awful rat hole. It’s 
bad for the eyes. ... But if 
there was a way to remodel 
this house, instead of tear it

Christmas Day is deadly 
for heart attack patients

Imagine that your holi¬ 
day season has been one 
party after another com¬ 
bined with the stress of 
trying to accomplish 
everything in such little 
time. After all the rich hol¬ 
iday foods, too many 
glasses of eggnog, too 
much salt and forgetting to 
take your daily medica¬ 
tions, you may want to 
ignore that nagging chest 
pain. Just get through 
Christmas Day and every¬ 
thing will be back to nor¬ 
mal, you think. 
Unfortunately, you may 
become another statistic. 

According to medical 
research, December 25 is 
the deadliest day for heart 
attack patients, followed 
by December 26 and 
January 1. In fact, hospital 
emergency departments 
typically see an increased 
number of cardiac patients 
beginning just before 
Thanksgiving and ending 


around New Year’s. 

Even if you have a holi¬ 
day activity planned, it’s 
important that you not 
ignore the symptoms of a 
heart attack, even if the 
symptoms seem mild. A 
delay of only a few min¬ 
utes can mean the differ¬ 
ence between life and 
death. Symptoms, which 
may come and go, include: 
uncomfortable pressure, 
fullness, squeezing sensa¬ 
tion or pain the center of 
the chest that lasts more 
than a few minutes or goes 
away and comes back; 
pain that spreads to the 
shoulders, neck, jaw, arms 
or back; and chest discom¬ 
fort accompanied by light¬ 
headedness, fainting, 
sweating, nausea or short¬ 
ness of breath. 

Other warning signs that 
are less common include: 
shortness of breath and 
difficulty breathing; 

abnormal chest pain, stom¬ 
ach or abdominal pain; 


nausea or dizziness; unex¬ 
plained anxiety, weakness 
or fatigue; and palpita¬ 
tions, cold sweat or pale¬ 
ness. 

If you suspect you are 
having a heart attack, get 
to a hospital’s Emergency 
Department as soon as 
possible. Hospitals have 
lifesaving medications and 
techniques that can stop a 
heart attack, but they work 
best when implemented 
within the first one or two 
hours after the onset of 
symptoms. Call 9-1-1 
immediately and wait until 
an ambulance arrives to 
transport you to the hospi¬ 
tal. Do not try to drive 
yourself to the hospital. 
You can also swallow an 
aspirin unless your health 
care provider has advised 
otherwise.

collapse, said Danny Glass, Lincoln 
County Fire Chief. 

“When I got there ... we entered 
and fought the fire from inside,” 
Glass said. “We couldn’t stand out¬ 
side and wait for the fire to come to 
us. That’s not how I fight fires.” 

Firefighters were on the scene 
until at least midnight before the 
blaze was extinguished. The entire 
second story was lost and much of 
the inside was destroyed, but the 
exterior structure was still standing. 

Super said the parsonage, which 
was originally built in 1930 and 
served as a home for numerous pas¬ 
tors, is “a total loss.” He and his 
family still had some furniture and 
numerous items of sentimental value 
inside the house, because they had¬ 
n’t been in any rush while they 
moved, he explained. 

Glass and Super said the parson¬ 
age had been subject to vandalism in 
recent weeks, ever since the Supers 
moved out. 

Super said whoever was breaking 
into the house had damaged a gate 
on the backyard fence so they could 
come and go without being seen 
from the road. The trespassers 
would enter the house, turn up the 
heat and do whatever else they 
pleased inside, he said. 

Seeing the lights on inside the 
house wasn’t suspicious for those 
living nearby because the pastor had 


only recently moved out, Super said. 

Glass said he notified the state fire 
marshal and state police Arson 
Investigator Pat Alford about the 
fire. The fire “sent red flags up 
immediately” because the parsonage 
is next door to the Baptist church, 
which was set on fire by a juvenile 
in 2010, Glass said. 

While it’s suspected trespassers 
may have caused the fire, Glass said 
it’s yet to be determined whether the 
fire was intentional or not. 

“To me, it’s hard to rule out acci¬ 
dental,” he said. “There’s nothing 


been determined yet.” 

The fire began in the area of the 
house’s back porch and completely 
destroyed the back side of the house 
before it was done, Glass said. 
Investigators have yet to narrow 
down the exact cause of the fire — 
Glass said he and Alford will work¬ 
ing with point-of-origin investiga¬ 
tors from the church’s insurance 
company to determine what hap¬ 
pened. 

“As of right now, the investigation 
has not really gone that far,” Glass 
said. 


Super said he’s unsure it will be 
possible to catch the responsible 
party, but thinks there was a power¬ 
ful message left in the rubble of his 
former home: a Bible verse that had 
been painted on the living room wall 
failed to burn off completely, leav¬ 
ing the words “we will serve the 
Lord” still clearly visible. 

“I don’t understand it, I don’t 
know why, but the Bible says the 
Lord gives and the Lord takes 
away,” he said. “That’s about all you 
can hang on to. Mainly, it’s the loss 
of a lot of great memories.”

Ice storm 

causes 

outages 

3,000 lose power 
in south Lincoln 

Approximately 3,000 
Inter-County Energy 
members were without 
power throughout the 
day on Sunday and early 
Monday morning as a 
strong winter storm 
deposited ice and freez¬ 
ing rain across the south¬ 
ern portion of Lincoln 
County early Sunday 
morning. 

“The National Weather 
Service prediction was 
right on target,” said 
Sheree Gilliam, vice 
president of member 
services at Inter-County 
Energy. “Based on their 
prediction, we expected 
about 0.2 (inches) of ice 
and freezing rain by 
Sunday morning and that 
appears to be what 
occurred.” 

Inter-County Energy 
crews began working 
outage calls in Lincoln 
County around 8 a.m. 
Sunday morning and had 
power restored to most 
of Inter-County Energy 
members in Lincoln 
County by 1 a.m. 
Monday morning. 

Crews were in the 
Lincoln County area 
today working single, 
isolated outages. Inter- 
County expected to have 
power restored to all 
members in Lincoln 
County no later than 
today. 

According to Clayton 
Watts, Superintendent of 
Maintenance at Inter- 
County Energy, all the 
outages were the result 
of ice causing trees or 
limbs to fall onto power 
lines or poles. 

As temperatures began 
to warm up slightly on 
Sunday and the rain set 
in, ice began to melt off 
power lines causing them 
to bounce, resulting in 
more outages. 

“It’s a double-edged 
sword,” Gilliam said. 
“You work to cut trees 
away from the fallen line 
and get the line back up 
and another section of 
the same line goes down 
as the ice melts.” 

Fallen trees across 
roadways were also an 
issue early Sunday morn¬ 
ing as power restoration 
crews attempted to 
access areas to make 
repairs and restore 
power. 

“Working with local 
road department crews is 
a big part of the restora¬ 
tion process. Lincoln 
County’s road depart¬ 
ment as well as the 
Sheriff’s department is 
always available to assist 
when we need roadways 
cleared or roads blocked 
temporarily while we 
work to restore power,” 
Gilliam added. 

Areas in Lincoln 
County most affected by 
power outages on 
Sunday and early 
Monday morning includ¬ 
ed Highland, Green 
River, Ottenhiem, 

Fairgrounds Road, 
Skyline Drive, Carman 
Lane, Johnson Road and 
U.S. 27.

down, I think it would be 
good for the city. 

“I know it don’t look like 
it just to drive by, but the 
house is fixable.” 

Yocom, who purchased 
the old house from its for¬ 
mer owner, Florence Naylor, 
on Monday, said he wants to 
restore the house and make 
it one of the best-looking 
buildings on the street. 

Yocom said he thinks he 
can finish a complete 
restoration of the house in 
six months. He asked city 
council to hold off on its 
demolition plans and give 
him 30 days to clean up the 
yard and 60 days to fix the 
exterior of the house. 

“I want to see it brought 
back to its former glory and 
even better,” he said. 


a stove inside the trailer 
home caught some nearby 
towels on fire and the flames 
spread to the rest of the 
structure, said Troy 
Gingrass, Lincoln County 
deputy fire chief. 

The mother had been

Yocom assured council 
members he has already suc¬ 
cessfully completed a “bot- 
tom-to-top” restoration of a 
house that was built in 1830, 
so he knows how much 
restoration jobs cost and 
how long they can take. He 
said he’s unsure what he will 
do with the property once 
it’s restored but said the cost 
of the restoration alone will 
prevent him from renting it 
out cheaply to “dope heads” 
or doing anything with it 
that neighbors would object 
to. 

Councilman Mike 

Southerland said he 
approved of giving Yocom a 
shot at his plan. 

“I was ready to dismiss 
this out-of-hand because I 
thought it was someone try¬ 
ing to get the house cheap,” 
Southerland said. “But 
you’ve researched every-

Gingrass said the narrow

If Yocom misses any of 
the deadlines, he will have 
to pay the city of Stanford

the yard. 

Yocom said it’s difficult

Yocom told neighbors he 
hopes they do not harbor ill 
will against him for coming 
in with a different plan as 
they were getting close to 
succeeding in demolition. 
But, he said, he believes his 
alternative will be a better 
option in the end. 

“I know you want it gone, 
but I’ll probably be halfway 
done with this before you 
get the legal stuff in place to 
demolish it,” he said.

“Mrs. Hon is a tremendous 
choice, and I am pleased and 
excited for the future of Stanford 
Elementary,” she said. 

Once she is released from her 


current contract with KDE, Brandi 
Hon will take over immediately 
for interim Principal Win Smith, 
who has been at the helm since 
Oct. 21. 

Smith, a former Danville High 
School principal, was filling in 
after former Stanford Principal 
Dan Story stepped down from the 
position. 

Story has not said publicly why 


he stepped down. Hatter initially 
said she believed it could have to 
do with the school’s poor 
statewide assessment scores but 
has since declined to comment on 
the issue. 

Story filed a request in 
November for the school board to 
reinstate him as principal but later 
withdrew that request via a text 
message to Hatter.

The secularization 
of the season

It’s that season of the year 
again. Most folk look forward 
to it, for good times are ahead.

The Christmas season is 
becoming a secular holiday 
that marks the beginning of 
the winter season.

Safer process for CT scans 


Ephraim McDowell 

Regional Medical Center 
Associates recently developed 
a safer process for diabetic 
patients who undergo 
Computed Tomography (CT) 
scans. Patients who have a CT 
usually require the administra¬ 
tion of an iodine-based contrast. 

This is not a problem unless 
the patient is diabetic. Many 
diabetic patients take 
Metformin or a form of 
Metformin, dmgs used to treat 
diabetes. If a patient is taking 
Metformin, the iodine-based 
contrast reacts to this dmg and 
can result in kidney damage. 
Patients must be off the dmg for 
48 hours after a procedure that 
requires contrast. 

This issue became a concern 
for Mary Broyles, R.N., of 
Ephraim McDowell Regional 
Medical Center’s Diagnostic 
Imaging Department, as she 
noted the large population of 
Kentuckians who are diabetic 
and prescribed Metformin. 

In the past, a nurse was asked 
to notify the pharmacy to stop 


Metformin for 48 hours, but 
sometimes that didn’t happen. 
Broyles partnered with 
Ephraim McDowell Health 
pharmacist, Stephanie Stone, 
RPh, to develop a screening 
process for these patients. The 
goal was to avoid kidney dam¬ 
age after the scan was complet¬ 
ed. 

Broyles and Stone took 
advantage of Ephraim 
McDowell’s electronic medical 
records system to help stream¬ 
line communication. Now, 
when a health care provider 
places an order for a CT, a flag 
pops up in the patient’s medical 
record if they are diabetic. The 
pharmacy is then electronically 
notified and the contrast is 
placed on the medication 
administration record. 

When the scan is complete, 
the contrast is removed and the 
Metformin is placed on a 48- 
hour hold. This flag alerts the 
health care provider that 
ordered the CT, the nurse in 
diagnostic imaging and the 
pharmacy.

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Good hand hygiene promotes good health

As the winter season 
begins, individuals will be 
exposed more often to the 
germs that cause colds or 
the flu. It is always better 
to prevent an illness than 
to deal with its symptoms 
and possibly spread it to 
someone else. The single 
most effective way to pre¬ 
vent the spread of danger¬ 
ous germs is by following 
good hand hygiene. 

Individuals should wash 
their hands often, especial¬ 
ly during the winter 
months, and always at the 
following times: 

•Before, during and after 
preparing food 

•Before eating and after 
using the bathroom 

•After handling animals 
or animal waste 
•When hands are dirty 
and more frequently when 
someone in the home is 
sick 


You can also help to pre¬ 
vent the spread of germs 
by not coughing or sneez¬ 
ing into your hands. 
Instead, try to get in the 
habit of using a tissue or 
the bend of your elbow to 
catch the germs from a 
cough or sneeze. You 
should also avoid putting 
your fingers in your eyes, 
nose or mouth. 

The most effective hand 
washing technique is to 
use warm water and soap, 
rubbing hands together for 
at least 15 seconds ... 
enough time to sing the 
alphabet song. Your hands 
should then be rinsed well 
and dried. 

In situations where soap 
and water are not avail¬ 
able, an alcohol-based 
hand gel may be used for 
cleaning your hands unless 
they are visibly soiled.

A case against 
censorship 

Freedom from government control 
results in more responsible behavior 


The word “restraint” and the 
First Amendment usually exist in 
uneasy tension. 

The 45 words of the First 
Amendment don’t include it. The 
Pentagon Papers case in 1971 
settled the issue of “prior 
restraint” by the government on 
what the press may publish: 
Nothing doing. 

Many critics of the news media 
slam news outlets for a lack of it, 
from graphic TV images beamed 
“live” from car chases to un¬ 
restrained “paparazzi” photogra¬ 
phers stalking celebrities. And in 
the digital age, whole new ethical 
controversies have arisen over 
images being captured and dis¬ 
tributed via the ubiquitous pres¬ 
ence of cell phone cameras. 

But consider the news deci¬ 
sions made — at least thus far — 
on the release of 911 tapes from 
the Sandy Hook Elementary 
shootings in Newtown, Conn., 
one year ago. The violence was 
real, and callers were facing the 
horror of a shooter who eventual¬ 
ly would kill 20 students and six 
educators. 

Seven tapes of 911 calls from 
Sandy Hook teachers and staff at 
were released at 2 p.m. ET 
Wednesday, Dec. 4, under a court 
order following a request by The 
Associated Press, which had 
sought the tapes’ disclosure since 
the day of the shooting. 

There is a difference between 
having public access to such calls 
and the public broadcast or 
online posting of the calls them¬ 
selves. 

There are strong First 
Amendment reasons for disclo¬ 
sure of 911 calls — from the 
plain fact that in many cases such 
recordings are public records in 
the first place, to holding police 
and other emergency responders 
accountable for their response, to 
in some cases debunking conspir¬ 
acy theories or defusing wild 
rumors. 

The First Amendment also pro¬ 
tects news operations from gov¬ 
ernment interference in what they 
do with 911 tapes. Fox News was 
the first cable outlet to air 
Newtown 911 audio clips, about 
one hour after their release, but 
the network only used short 
excerpts. CNN’s first report fea¬ 
tured a reporter describing the 
audio. ABC and NBC said they 
would not use the audio, while 
CBS used some audio segments, 
but nothing in which gunshots 
could be heard. 

Caution of a different sort was 
at play online: A variety of news¬ 
paper web sites, online news 
reports and blogs provided 
“clickable” audio replays of all 
seven recordings — but generally 
with stories or stand-alone warn¬ 
ings about the graphic content. 
Clearly, the idea that online users 
could make their own decisions 
about hearing the tapes, as 
opposed to TV viewers or radio 
listeners who could not, was in 
play. 

Editors have been faced with 
ethical calls on tragic imagery or 
audio since the invention of those 
mediums. 

In 1911, many news outlets 
used photos of many of the 146 
people — mainly young women 
— who died in the Triangle 
Shirtwaist Factory fire. There

was the anguished voice in 1937 
of WLS radio reporter Herbert 
Morrison, including his memo¬ 
rable phrase “Oh, the humanity 
...” as the dirigible Hindenburg 
burst in flames. 

Newspapers and newsreels in 
the 1930s and 1940s did not 
show President Franklin 
Roosevelt being carried or using 
a wheelchair or crutches. 
Famously, Life magazine with¬ 
held one frame — Frame 313 — 
of the 26-second “Zapruder film” 
from Nov. 22, 1963 because it 
graphically showed the impact of 
a bullet on President John F. 
Kennedy’s head. 

Much of the most-graphic 
footage of the terror attacks in 
2001 on the World Trade Center 

— even if broadcast “live” at the 
time — has not been used in later 
reporting around the annual 
anniversaries of the tragedy. 

More recently, a disclosed 911 
call in which a struggle and a 
gunshot could be heard proved 
significant in the trial and nation¬ 
al discussion over the Trayvon 
Martin shooting. 

In the absence of government 
regulations, a free press properly 
is left to make their own deci¬ 
sions for their own reasons. But 
in at least eight states, according 
to a 2012 report by the First 
Amendment Center, legislatures 
have enacted bans or severe lim¬ 
its on release of such calls — 
with proposals in a number of 
other states for a ban or tran¬ 
script-only disclosure. 

There are professional guide¬ 
lines on airing 911 tapes, includ¬ 
ing those produced by the Radio 
Television Digital News 
Association. In sum, the RTDNA 
guidelines call on journalists to 
consider whether using the actual 
audio is necessary for a complete 
and accurate report, to respectful¬ 
ly frame use of the sound if it is 
used, and to consider how best to 
explain decisions once made. 

A global controversy over 
satirical cartoons depicting 
Islam’s Muhammad a few years 
ago were fueled in part when 
European newspapers repub¬ 
lished the images in defiance of 
blasphemy laws in their nations. 
In the U.S., virtually no news 
outlets published the cartoons, 
opting for descriptions in words 

— making what some editors 
said was a routine call on materi¬ 
al that might offend even a small 
portion of their readers. 

The difference then — and on 
Wednesday, with the Newtown 
911 tapes — is that a free media 
makes a journalistic decision, 
with no need to show govern¬ 
ment what the news media 
could do instead of what editors 
independently felt they should 
do.

Athletics valued over academics 
at Kentucky public universities 


There’s a reason some very 
famous quotes deal with the rela¬ 
tionship between what people say 
and what they do with their 
money. 

Some examples: "Put your 
money where your mouth is." 
"Where your treasure is, there 
will be your heart also." 

Which makes us wonder about 
the values of Kentucky's public 
universities. 

The Knight Commission on 
Intercollegiate Athletics last week 
released findings that show 
spending on athletes at Kentucky 
public universities in recent years 
grew at a much faster rate than 
spending on mere academic stu¬ 
dents. 

At the University of Kentucky, 
in fact, academic spending per 
student fell 12 percent, according 
to the Knight data, between 2005 
and 2011, while spending on ath¬ 
letes rose 7 percent. 

Total spending at UK per ath¬ 
lete, including from athletic rev¬ 
enues, was $170,103 compared to 
average academic spending per 
student of $14,798. 

But UK is hardly the most 
alarming school in this data. UK, 


with its high-profit sports of foot¬ 
ball and men's basketball, put rel¬ 
atively little from its general 
funds into athletes in 2011, aver¬ 
aging $1,682. 

Not so at the regionals. As the 
chart here shows, Western 
Kentucky University, which has 
been on an athletic steroid trip in 
recent years, uses an average of 
$36,238 from university-wide 
monies per athlete. 

Eastern is not far behind at 
$33,177, and Morehead, where 
spending on athletes jumped 121 
percent between '05 and 'll, 
comes in at $27,725. 

Morehead is extreme but at 
every public university the 
growth in average spending on 
student athletes far outstripped 
that on other students. 

This in a period when, as a 
punishing recession took hold, 
state funding contracted along 
with family resources. That 
means many students were faced 
with a range of bad choices: bor¬ 
row more, leave school, cut back 
on either classes or studying to 
have more time to earn money to 
pay for school. 

Not one of these is acceptable, 


each meaning that a student is 
either less likely to finish school 
or more likely to graduate with 
crippling debt. Or worse, leave 
with debt but no diploma. 

In this context, university presi¬ 
dents in this poor state and the 
trustees who oversee them 
increased support for student ath¬ 
letes while allowing support for 
purely academic students to lan¬ 
guish. 

Certainly some will defend this, 
pointing out that athletes make up 
a small portion of the student pop¬ 
ulation and that athletics adds an 
important, if unquantifiable, sym¬ 
bolic value to a school. 

Of course, if symbols matter, 
then these spending decisions 
matter. 

Speaking of symbols, UK takes 
pride in the $1 million athletics 
provides annually in academic 
scholarships, a number that in the 
context of UK's $2.7 billion annu¬ 
al budget could be viewed as 
largely symbolic. 

The bottom line is this: When 
school administrators invest more 
in students who are athletes than 
those who aren't, it's a clear signal 
about an institution's values.

Man arrested after fleeing Stanford police

STANFORD — A 
Stanford man has been 
arrested on nine charges 
after police say he fled from 
a traffic stop with metham- 
phetamine in his possession. 

Curtis Wesley Cook, 37, 
has been charged with flee¬ 
ing and evading police;

resisting arrest; trafficking 
in and possession of 
methamphetamine; violation 
of his probation; driving 


under the influence of alco¬ 
hol or drugs; and several 
minor traffic offenses. 

Sgt. Zach Middleton and 
Officer Travis Richardson 
attempted to pull over a 
maroon sedan driven by 
Cook along Danville 
Avenue at around 8 p.m. 
Dec. 3, according to infor¬ 
mation released by the 
Stanford Police Department. 


The officers initially 
stopped the vehicle for fail¬ 
ure to use a turn signal and 
lack of brake lights, 
Stanford Police spokesman 
Officer Preston Middleton 
said. 

Cook allegedly pulled into 
a car wash parking lot, then 
got out and fled from the 
scene, according to police. 
Richardson pursued for 150- 


200 yards before catching 
up, at which point Cook 
allegedly began resisting 
arrest. 

Preston Middleton said 
Richardson used a Taser to 
subdue Cook in order to 
make the arrest. 

A passenger in the vehicle 
driven by Cook, 42-year-old 
Jason D. Rice of Stanford, 
was also arrested on an 


unrelated charge of con¬ 
tempt of court, Preston 
Middleton said. 

Stanford officers were 
assisted at the scene by 
Kentucky State Police and 
the Lincoln County Sheriff’s 
Office. 

As of Tuesday, Cook was 
being held in the Lincoln 
County Regional Jail on a 
$10,000 cash bond.

Coontz’s experience with a high¬ 
er than normal volume of 60-day 
cases in Lincoln County is further 
bourne out by research conducted 
by The Advocate-Messenger. Of 
the 308 defendants who had prelim¬ 
inary hearings in Lincoln District 
Court between July 2012 and July 
2013, 20 were released from jail 
because their cases were not 
brought before a grand jury within 
60 days. 

One of those was Kevin Higgins, 
who was arrested on March 20 after 
stealing a car in Stanford and lead¬ 
ing officers on a chase that ended in 
a scuffle with police after he aban¬ 
doned the vehicle in Moreland. 

Higgins was held in jail until 
June 4, when Lincoln Circuit Judge 
David Tapp signed an order releas¬ 
ing him from custody, as the law 
requires, because his case had not 
yet been presented to the grand jury. 
On June 15, Higgins was discov¬ 
ered asleep inside a residence on 
Star Avenue that he had burglar¬ 
ized, a knife by his side and some 
stolen jewelry in his pocket. 

Earlier that evening, a 92-year- 
old woman was raped inside her 
home a few houses down Star 
Avenue. The victim was badly 
bruised and lost blood, but survived 
the incident after being hospital¬ 
ized. Higgins was immediately 
named as a suspect in the rape and 
was formally charged last month 
after DNA evidence was tested and 
connected him to the crime. 

The crime, shocking enough on 
its own, became more alarming 
after it was learned that Higgins had 
been released from custody because 
his March case had not been prose¬ 


cuted in a timely fashion. Kathy 
Blanton, who discovered Higgins 
asleep in her home, was distraught 
upon learning Higgins should have 
been in jail the night he allegedly 
terrorized Star Avenue. 

“I did not know he was supposed 
to be locked up. The system is kind 
of messed up,” Blanton said last 
week. “It makes me feel sad for that 
old woman down the street and 
what she had to go through.” 

Higgins, 28, of Stanford, has 
since pled guilty to the March 
charges and is scheduled to be sen¬ 
tenced Dec. 18 in Lincoln Circuit 
Court, the same day he will be 
arraigned in the rape case. 

Higgins’ initial case, like most of 
those involving the 60-day rule, 
was handled by the Lincoln County 
Sheriff’s Office. Sheriff Curt Folger 
acknowledges that his department 
failed to get the Higgins’ case and 
others to Commonwealth’s 
Attorney Eddy Montgomery so he 
could present them to a grand jury 
before the 60 days was up. 

The reason his officers some¬ 
times don’t get their investigations 
wrapped up quickly enough is sim¬ 
ply because they are too busy 
answering other calls and providing 
24/7 coverage of the county, Folger 
said. 

“That has created a problem in 
getting some of these cases to the 
grand jury in a timely manner,” he 
said. “Do I know the answer? Well, 
the answer would be more man¬ 
power so we can stay on a case until 
it’s done instead of getting halfway 
done or a quarter of the way done 
and then getting put on another call. 
That’s the only way possible to help 
create the solution. 

“I feel terrible for that lady and 
her family,” Folger continued. “If I 


had 20-20 hindsight to know that he 
would have stooped so low to do all 
that he did, we sure would have 
been on it a hell of a lot quicker.” 

Folger said calls to his office 
have increased 25 percent over the 
past two years, averaging between 
1,800 and 2,100 calls a month. His 
staff of seven road deputies, includ¬ 
ing himself, is stretched thin trying 
to respond to them all, making it 
difficult to complete all investiga¬ 
tions in time. Cases involving vio¬ 
lent offenders are priorities, he said, 
with less serious cases often set 
aside for spare time. 

Even prior to this year’s charges, 
Higgins had a long criminal history 
in Lincoln and Garrard counties. In 
2005, he was sentenced to five 
years in prison for criminal mis¬ 
chief, fleeing police and receiving 
stolen property. But none of his pre¬ 
vious crimes suggested he was 
inclined toward violent behavior, 
Folger and Montgomery both 
pointed out. 

“They did not know he was 
going to do something violent,” 
Montgomery said. “We probate 
people all the time for drug crimes. 
We let them out and the next week 
they might commit a murder. It 
rarely happens, but you never 
know.” 

Montgomery said he was not 
even aware of Higgins’ original 
case until after he was arrested the 
second time in June. Aside from 
those that receive media attention, 
Montgomery said he is unaware of 
most cases until they are brought 
to his office by law enforcement 
when they are ready to be present¬ 
ed to a grand jury. 

“It’s their case. They’re respon¬ 
sible for it,” he said. “With 
Higgins, they didn’t bring it to me 


until June, after the rape occurred. 
They had three grand juries — 
March, April and May — to pres¬ 
ent it. You’ll have to ask them why. 

“Lack of manpower? I do three 
counties (Lincoln, Pulaski and 
Rockcastle),” he continued. “I 
don’t have any troubles in the 
other two counties.” 

Commonwealth’s Attorney 
Richie Bottoms, who prosecutes 
felonies in Boyle and Mercer 
counties, said there have only been 
a few 60-day cases in his jurisdic¬ 
tion during his 14 years in office. 

“It’s unusual, but it does hap¬ 
pen,” he said. “We watch for that 
and try not to let it happen.” 

Prosecution of cases can be held 
up for a number of reasons, 
Bottoms said. Witnesses might be 
difficult to locate and results from 
lab testing on drugs, firearms and 
DNA samples can sometimes take 
months to be returned. But most of 
the time, if officers are diligent in 
completing their investigations in 
a timely manner, cases can be 
ready for the grand jury within the 
60-day period, he said. 

Bottoms said his office tracks 
cases as they move through district 
court and reviews them to make 
sure they are proceeding on track. 
If paperwork isn’t completed or a 
lab result is still pending as a case 
nears the deadline, Bottoms said 
he will call an officer or the lab to 
check on the delay. 

Bottoms and Montgomery said 
they both keep close tabs on vio¬ 
lent crimes and suspects with vio¬ 
lent histories to make sure those 
cases don’t get left unattended. 

All of the suspects released 
because of the 60-day rule in 
Lincoln County, including 
Higgins, were eventually indicted 


on the original charges. The 
Advocate’s research found two 
other men who were released and 
committed additional crimes 
before they were indicted and 
returned to custody, though neither 
approached the level of Higgins’ 
alleged brutality. 

Chad Stevens, 23, of Berry 
Hollow Road, was arrested Nov. 
20, 2012, along with four others 
after deputies raided an apartment 
and found an active methampheta¬ 
mine lab that had sickened five 
people in an adjoining apartment. 
Stevens and the others were 
charged with manufacturing meth 
and wanton endangerment and 
stayed in jail until Feb. 8, when 
they were released after 60 days 
had passed without indictments. 

All five were eventually indicted 
on July 2, but three days before, 
Stevens was arrested again after he 
allegedly ran over Deputy Billy 
Hester’s foot, breaking it, while 
attempting to avoid arrest for sus¬ 
pected driving under the influence. 
Two co-defendants in the case, 
Kenny Shelton Jr. and Jason Perry, 
fled the county after being released 
in February, are still on the lam 
and believed to be in California, 
Folger said. 

Stevens has since pleaded guilty 
to the original charges and is set to 
be sentenced Dec. 17. 

Clancy Fields was arrested in 
September 2012 and charged with 
manufacturing meth at his resi¬ 
dence on Sims Road near 
Hustonville. When he was not 
indicted by late November, Fields 
was released, only to be busted 
again in May of this year for again 
cooking meth at his home. Fields 
has since pled guilty in both cases 
and been sentenced to prison.

STANFORD — Freezing 
temperatures and a coating of ice 
on the streets did little to deter 
runners and walkers from con¬ 
verging on downtown Stanford 
for the annual Jingle Bell Jog. 

The cold temperatures did 
cause a drop in the number of 
registrants, but still more than 
375 people registered for the 
Sunday afternoon 5K, which is 
held to help raise money for the 
Alzheimer’s Association 
Louisville chapter.

The temperatures hovered in 
the low 30’s around the 2:30 p.m. 
start of the race, however, the 
heart of downtown was still 
abuzz with activity as the 173 
actual runners and walkers gath¬ 
ered near the starting line with 
their families and friends. 

The 375 registered for the 2013 
Jingle Bell Jog was almost 200 
less than last-year’s record- 
breaking registration of 550 and 
resulted in a drop in donations of 
approximately $2,000. But the 
local race still produced a huge 
donation check for Alzheimer’s, 
with $10,000 the projected total. 

Despite the drop in numbers, 
Angela Todd, the force behind 
Stanford’s annual Jingle Bell 
Jog, was still pleased with the 


race turnout. 

“The icy weather really affected 
our numbers, but we still had 173 
cross the finish line,” she said. 
“With this year’s $10,000 dona¬ 
tion, Jingle Bell Jog’s six year 
total will be over $55,000.” 

Todd noted that while the drop 
in total number of registered par¬ 
ticipants (175) resulted in a loss 
of $3,500 in entry fees this year, 
the local Jingle Bell Jog dona¬ 
tions did not falter. 

“This event has been blessed 
this year with the most donations 
ever for our event. We have 
received just over $1,800 from 
various people in the form of 
donations,” Todd said. “That tells 
us that this disease affects many 
families and our message is get¬ 


ting out. Through our Jingle Bell 
Jog we do try to raise as much 
money as we can for the 
Alzheimer’s Association, but the 
other part of our mission is to try 
to raise awareness about the dis¬ 
ease and to show families that 
they are not alone in their strug¬ 
gles.” 

While Todd is in charge of 
coordinating the annual Jingle 
Bell Jog, she says making the 
event a success is a “group 
effort.” 

“The Jingle Bell Jog has a terrif¬ 
ic set of committee members, 
volunteers and sponsors who 
make this all possible,” she said.

STANFORD — Lincoln 
County’s performance in last 
week’s opener with Russell 
County wasn’t indicative of the 


type of play boys basketball 
coach Jeff Jackson expects to 
see this season. 

Lincoln was beset by poor 
shooting and a lack of 


rebounding in the home loss to 
the Lakers. But back on the 
same court three days later, the 
Patriots showed how good 
they still can be, routing visit¬ 
ing Rockcastle County 77-53.

tonight, but we have a lot of 
kids that can lead us on differ¬ 
ent nights,” said Jackson.

Mid-December beef tips 


Creep feeding beef 
calves can improve ani¬ 
mal performance and is 
especially important for 
fall-born calving opera¬ 
tions. After a calf is 90 to 
120 days old, the cow’s 
milk can only supply 
about half of the nutrients 
needed to maximize 
growth. The other nutri¬ 
ents have to come from 
elsewhere. In fall-calving 
herds, that period of time 
usually occurs in January, 
February and March when 
very little pasture is usu¬ 
ally available. Therefore, 
quality stored feed and 
grain are going to be your 
main supplements. 

Getting calves to begin 
eating can sometimes be 
difficult. One way to aid 
in the process is to feed 
their mothers small 
amounts of ground feed 
for a few days prior to 
beginning to creep feed. 
The calves will learn to 
eat with their mothers and 
can soon be switched to 
the creep feeder. Creep 
rations do not have to be 
complex, but they should 
be economical and palat¬ 
able. Wet molasses or dry 
distillers’ grains can be 
used to enhance consump¬ 
tion. It is best to crack or 
grind grains. Byproduct 
feeds like soyhulls and 
corn gluten can also be 
used. There are also com¬ 
mercial creep feeds avail¬ 
able and some producers 
may find that purchasing 
these feeds is the best 
method for their opera¬ 
tion. 

Keeping calves growing 
during the winter months 
can be accomplished with 
a little extra feed, so mon¬ 
itor the grain consumption 
closely as often these 
calves can easily eat too 
much. There are several 
ways to reduce their con¬ 
sumption to the desired 


level. 

Traditionally Kentucky 
cattlemen have used 
spring for calving, with 
cattle sometimes giving 
birth in less than desirable 
weather conditions. There 
is increased interest in fall 
calving, thus researchers 
at the University of 
Kentucky College of 
Agriculture underwent a 
multi year project looking 
at the advantages and dis¬ 
advantages of both sys¬ 
tems. 

Some producers see 
some advantages to fall 
calving, and better weath¬ 
er conditions is what 
attracts most of them. 
Additionally, a producer 
can breed cattle grazing 
stockpiled fescue in 
November and December 
when the forage is at its 
nutritional peak. Fescue is 
again in a growth cycle 
from April to June, coin¬ 
ciding with the peak cattle 
inventory for fall calving 
herds in terms of number 
and size of animals. 
Historical data also give a 
marketing advantage to 
fall-born calves. 

A disadvantage of fall 
calving is a producer will 
need to provide supple¬ 
ment feed for the calves in 
the winter. Calves are 
going to need more than 
just their mother’s milk to 
thrive in January through 
March. 

To compare the two 
calving systems, UK 
researchers studied four 
tests of 20 cows each for 
three years. There was no 
difference in pregnancy 
rates between groups, but 
actual weaning weights 
for spring-born calves 
were 20 pounds heavier. 
Winter hay costs were 
nearly double for fall 
herds. But, calf mortality 
rates were 1.8 percent in 
fall compared to 6.8 per¬ 


cent in spring. Weaning 
weight advantage is to 
spring, feed costs advan¬ 
tage is to spring. Calf mor¬ 
tality is a huge advantage 
to fall due basically to bet¬ 
ter weather conditions. 
Fall also has the market¬ 
ing advantage with calves 
selling some five to six 
percent higher than the 
spring-bom calves. Based 
on the UK trails, a prelim¬ 
inary economic analysis 
shows that a producer can 
net approximately $20 
more per calf by calving 
in the fall. 

There are not a lot of 
advantages one way or the 
other, and the decision 
boils down to personal 
choice. The No. 1 factor to 
consider during the calv¬ 
ing season is labor. If you 
work off the farm and 
can’t be there when 
weather conditions are 
poor and cattle are calv¬ 
ing, then that’s an issue. 
Fall calving requires a 
good forage program. If a 
producer doesn’t have an 
above-average forage pro¬ 
gram or silage, he may not 
want to calve in the fall. In 
addition, grain byproducts 
(e.g., soyhulls, corn 
gluten, distillers grains) 
can be used to creep feed 
calves from January 
through March. But if a 
producer doesn’t want to 
deal with this extra labor, 
especially in muddy con¬ 
ditions, then they might 
not want to fall calve. 

Similar research pro¬ 
grams in other states have 
shown the same results on 
fall versus spring calving. 
Thus it still boils down to 
your personal choice.

Students should be aware of their credit score 


Students should be aware 
that they are building a credit 
report whenever they take out 
a loan, even a student loan, 
according to the Kentucky 
Higher Education Assistance 
Authority (KHEAA). 

A credit report shows 
everything about your past 
and current credit history. It 
will list every loan you have, 
to whom you pay it, your loan 
balance, your credit limit and 
if you pay early, on time or 
late. 

The report itself does not 
tell potential lenders if you 
are a good or bad credit risk. 
It simply provides the details 
the lenders can use, along 
with a credit score, to make 


that determination. 

Other information on your 
credit report includes: 

•Your personal identifying 
information. 

•Any public records such 
as tax liens, court judgments 
and bankruptcies. 

•A list of any company that 
has requested a copy of your 
credit report. 

•Any statements you have 
submitted disputing some¬ 
thing in the report. 

Your credit report should 
not show your bank balance, 
race, religion, income, crimi¬ 
nal record or driving record. 
Nor should it have anything 
about your health, although 
medical bills may show up as 


debt. 

To get a copy of your free 
annual credit report from 


each of the three credit 
bureaus, go to annualcreditre- 
port.com.
